“The report of the Ways and Means 

Committee of the House recognizes the 


fact that the anticipatory importations 


~will largely reduce the expected reve- 


nues of the first fiscal year under the 
new tariff, but after making allowance 
of the importations the report estimates 
an increased income of $76,000,000 for the 
year 1898, provided the law should be 
passed by May 1. If its enactment were 
delayed until July 1, the report added 
that $15,000,000 additional would easily 
be lost to the public treasury.” 

After giving in detail the House esti- 

mates of revenue, Senator Aldrich went 
on to quote facts and figures to show 
that the estimates were based upon 
erroneous conclusions, He held that the 
immense importations of wool in antic- 
ipation of the new law had made it im- 
possible that the wool schedule would 
produce revenue for a year at least. In 
this connection he held that unless a 
duty was levied upon tea and proposed 
increase of the internal taxes was made 
there would be a deficit instead of a 
surplus for the next fiscal year. Con- 
tinuing, he said: 
' “The adoption of a revenue bill which 
should fail in its purpose and which 
would create an additional deficiency 
on the immediate future, and which 
would require further issue of bonds 
to meet current expenditures would cer- 
tainly be fatal to the hopes of future 
success of any political party responsi- 
ble for such legislation. In selecting 
the series for additional revenue, the 
committee decided to increase tempo- 
rarily the tax on articles of voluntary 
use rather than to assess additional du- 
ties which might prove inoperative 
upon articles of necessity or upon those 
which enter into our .manufactured 
products, assuming that the necessity 
for additional revenue exists, and of 
this we believe there can be no ques- 
tion, there is no economic reason and 
certainly none that affects the public 
interests, why beer and tobacco’should 
not bear their share of additional tax- 
ation. The committee believes that the 
duty proposed on tea will not prove a 
serious burden upon the consumers of 
that article. 

“Nothing in the theory of protection 
interferes with the imposition of fur- 
their internal revenue taxes by pro- 
tectionists whenever such a course is 
found desirable for revenue purposes. 
In the future it is almost certain that 
we shall be obliged to depend more and 
more upon the taxes of this nature for 
necessary revenue. In the years to 
come we must expect a decrease rather 


‘than an increase in the customs reve* 


nue to be derived under the principal 
schedules of the tariff. 

“With duties adequately protective 
upon manufactures of cotton, wool and 
flax, we may receive a constantly-de- 
creasing revenue from importations of 
the products. If the rates imposed by 
this bill on sugar should be found to 
lead to the rapid development of the 
beet-sugar industry in the United 
States, we may expect large reductions 
year by year from the contemplated 
revenue from sugar. Some of the most 
sanguine advocates of the policy of en- 
couraging beet-sugar production in 
this country believe that. we shall 
within ten years produce all our sugar. 
The legitimate result of a protective 
policy is to give the American market 
to American producérs, When this be- 
comes an accepted fact, the revenue 
growing out of protective duties will 
disappear. It must be evident, there- 
fore, that we must look for other 
sources of revenue. Whether it should 
be along the line of an increase of in- 
ternal-revenue taxes, such aS we have 
Suggested, or whether some. other 


' Bources of revenue should be sought, it 


is not necessary now to determine. 

“It is safe to assume that numerous 
objectors will always be found to any 
plan for increased taxation. In this par- 
ticular case the committee is only 
strenuous that a wise public policy re- 
quires that our revenues should at all 
times be equal to our expenditures, and 
that the people of the United States 
will not be satisfied with any revenue 
measure that does not provide adequate 
income for this purpose. 

“In the sugar schedule E, we have 
suggested a change in rates and in the 
manner of assessing the duties. As the 
schedule is a very important one, it 
seems proper that I should explain defi- 
nitely the effect of the provisions we 
recommend. _ 

“The annual consumption of sugar in 
the United States is about two million 
gross tons, with a value, based on for- 
eign prices, approximating $90,000,000. If 
the high duties proposed in either the 
House or Senate bill should be adopted, 
the annual cost of sugar to consumers 
would be more than [160,099,000. Of the 
consumption of 1896, 40,000 tons, or 2 
per cent., were beet sugars, produced 
in the United States, and 240,000 tons, 
or 12 per cent., were domestic cane 
sugars, and 157,000 tons, or 8 per cent,, 
were sugars admitted from the Ha- 
waiin Islands free of duty under our 
treaty with the Hawaiian government. 
The 2,000,000 tons of sugar consumed in 
the United States constitute nearly 30 
per cent. of the total consumption of 
the world; the total crop of 1896 being 
approximately 7,000,000 tons, of which 
4,300,000, or about 61% per cent. of the 
whole, were beet sugars. 

“The pressing necessity for securing 
greatly-increased revenues. seems to 
render a return to the Republican policy 
of free sugar adopted in 1894 an im- 
possibility. The demand for revenue 
purposes and the belief that every rea- 
sonable effort should be made to en- 
courage the protection of beet sugar in 
the United States, led a majority of 
the Finance Committee to recommend 
the high rates upon sugar which are 
contained in the bill now before the 


_ Senate... It is believed by the friends of 


the beet-sugar industry that we can 
successfully imitate the example of 
Germany in the rapid development of 
beet-sugar production. 

“The bill, as it came to us from the 
House 2f Representatives, contains pro- 
visions which levy a_ specific. duty, 
‘based upon polariscopic test upon im- 
jorted sugar, varying from 1 cent per 
pound at 75 deg... to 1% cents per 
pound on all sugars above No. 16 Dutch 
standard in color and retined sugars. 

“The effect of these rates, as applied 
to the total importations at the port of 
New York for the month of January, 
1897, is shown by a table which I sub- 
mit to the Senate, which has been pre- 
pared by the customs officers in New 
York. The rates suggested show a 
range of ad valorem equivalents from 
78.2 to 144.3-per cent. A careful exam- 
ination of the tables will show that 
the scale of rates adopted bears very 
unequally on all low-grade sugars. The 
character and extent of this discrimi- 
nation led your committee to believe 
that the schedule should be modified. 
The committee determined, after a 
careful examination of the whole sub- 
ject, to recommend rates which would 
be in their effect as high at least as 
the House bill, but which would be 
levied in a manner that would make 
the ad valorem equivalents more uni- 
form. 

“We believe that the imposition of 
the specific rates upon low-grade sugar 
testing 87 deg. or below, would have 
the effect to exclude them from the 
markets of the United States. The 
total amount of these low-grades pro- 
duced is, as I have already stated, un- 
important as compared with the total 
sugar crop, but their continued impor- 
tation into the United States is very

‘To exclude from the American mar- 
ket all the low-grade cane sugars 
from the near-by countries and sugars 
of all grades from distant countries 
would confine American purchasers to 
beet sugar and to centrifugals from 
points nearest the United States, and

send all other sugars to free markets 
like Canada and Engiand. This policy 
would undoubtedly increase the price 
of the sugars from near-by countries 
and necessarily add to the cost of sugar 
to consumers in the United Sstates. 
These are reasons which led your com- 
mittee to suggest an ad valorem rate 
of 75 per cent. on all sugars testing not 
above 87 deg. But this rate can never 
apply to but a very small portion of 
the sugars of the world, as from ob- 
vious causes, the proportionate amount 
of such sugars is constantly decreasing. 

“Of the same sugars testing 87 deg., 
very much the larger portions, as I 
have already stated, are centrifugals 
testing about 96 deg. We were con- 
fronted with the fact that these rates 
would discriminate in favor of the 
sugars of certain localities and values 
against those of others. The commit- 
tees, after full consideration, reached 
the conclusion that the essential ele- 
ments of a certainty of revenue and 
and adjustment of rates that would 
lessen discriminations could best be se- 
cured by the adoption of compound 
rates. The committee, therefore, 
adopted the suggestion, which is con- 
tained in the bill we have reported to 
the Senate, of imposing a specific duty, 
which is equivalent to about 40 per 
cent. ad valorem, with an additional 
duty of 35 per cent. ad valorem on all 
sugars from 8&7 to 100 deg., with thir- 
teen one-hundredths of 1 per cent. per 
pound additional on all sugars above 
No. 16 Dutch standard in color and in 
refined sugars. 

“More than 90 per cent. of the sugar 
which is imported into the United States 
has heretofore been imported in a raw 
condition and has been refined here, 
and it is, therefore, of importance that 
we should consider carefully the effect 
which the schedule proposed by the 
Senate committee would have upon the 
refining industry. I assume that it will 
‘be admitted in all quarters that this in- 
dustry is entitled to fair treatment. 
The fact that the business, as conducted 
today, is in comparatively few hands 
and that a large portion of it is carried 
on by one company, while it furnishes 
a reason for unusual care in the adjust- 
ment of the rates in order that no un- 
due or unfair advantage shall be given 
to sugar refiners, should not be allowed 
to furnish a pretext in the preparation 
of a tariff bill constructed upon pro- 
tective lines for the destruction of a 
great industry. In other words, it is 
important from every economic stand- 
point that we make it possible that the 
refining of sugar can be successfully 
carried on here, and that the business 
should not be turned over by legislative 
discriminations to German refiners. 

“It is, therefore, incumbent upon us 
to show that no protection is given the 
refining interests by the proposed sched- 
ule beyond that which is adequate for 
the continued existence of the business 
in the United States. For this purpose 
I have prepared a series of statements 
which I submit for your consideration, 
showing the actual difference between 
the rates imposed by the schedule upon 
raw sugars of different grades and re- 
fined. 

“The first of these tables to which I 
will call your attention shows the rates 
imposed upon each grade of sugar test- 
ing above 87 degrees by the House bill 
and the Senate bill; it shows further the 
actual differential on each grade in 
both the House and Senate bills. This 
table shows that the differential be- 
tween raw and refined sugars by the 
Senate proposition varies from 9.77 to 
15.40 cents per 100 pounds, while the 
differential in the House bill varies 
from 12.20 to 17.35 cents per 100 pounds. 
It will be seen from an examination of 
this table that the differential between 
granulated sugar and 96-degree centri- 
fugals—this being by far the most im- 
portant class of raw sugars, and in 
amount two-thirds of the total imports 
of raw cane—is 9.87 cents per 100 
pounds; on 94-degree centrifugals the 
differential is 10.8 cents; on 89-degree 
muscavados the differential is 14.6. 

“In order to show that the com- 
mittee’s proposition does not give un- 
due advantage to beet sugars as com- 
pared with cane sugars, the following 
statement has been prepared by me 
to show the differential between raw 
and refined beet sugar in comparison 
with the differential of the same 
sugars based on the rates imposed by 
existing law: Differential rates on raw 
beat sugar, 88 deg. analysis, and on 
German granulated: Present law, re- 
fined, 104.50; raw, 89.52; differential, 
14.98; Senate bill, refined, 196.50; raw, 
181.73; differential, 14.797.” 

Mr. Aldrich then submitted statemenis 
showing the differentials under varying 
values of sugar and resumed: “Under 
existing law, German refiner receives 28- 
100 of a cent per pound export bounty. 
The countervailing duty here is but one- 
tenth of a cent per pound. The Ger- 
man refiner, therefore, receives a net 
bounty of 28-100 of a cent per pound. 
This enables him to. sell his product 
at a less price than the American re- 
finer has to pay for 96-deg. centrifugals. 
It is this kind of competition which 
is driving the cane-sugar producers 
and farmers of the world to the wall.” 

He then replied at length to a state- 
ment by Hon. Williem L. Wilson, in 
which the latter estimated the rates 
imposed by the Senate committee’s 
proposition. Continuing, Mr. Aldrich 
said: 

“In the tables I have submitted, 
no allusion is made to the bounty 
provisions contained in both the Sen- 
ate and House proposals. The adop- 
tion of these or simlar provisions for 
countervailing duties seem to me a 


necessity, if we are to develop the 
beet-sugar industry in the United 
States. Otherwise it will be possible 


for any foreign country by extension 
of its bounties to neutralize entirely 
the effect of our pretective duties. 
“In considering the important ques- 
tion whether the differential proposed 
by either the House or the Senate bill 
is greater than it should be, we are 
bound in fairness to take into con- 
sideration existing conditions and the 
changes which have taken place since 
the enactment of the Act of 1894. 
When that act was under discussion 
in the Senate, the difference of German 
granulated and raw  ~beets, 88 per 
cent. analysis, was 57-100 of a cent per 


pound. In March the difference was 
33-100 of a cent per pound. 
The importations of refined sugars 


into the United States amounted 
in 1891 to 4,000,000 pounds and in 1892 
to 14,000,000 pounds. The importations 
in 1896 amounted to 187,000,000 pounds, 
while the importations in the single 
month of April, 1897, amounted to 
nearly 32,000,000 pounds. 

“German refiners have driven the 
sugar-refining industry of Great Brit- 
ain almost entirely out of existence. 
They are, as I have already stated, in- 
vading every sugar market of the 
world with their product. Most of the 
German granulated imported is the re- 
sult of a continuous process of refin- 
ing. For months raw beet sugar and 
German granulated have sold on abso- 
lute parity of value, taking into ac- 
count only the percentages of pure 
sugar contained in it. If we assume 
the cost of refining sugar in the United 
States to be approximately one-half a 
cent per pound and if German refined 
can be sold without loss on the same 
basis with German raws, it must be 
evident that the differentials suggested 
in the Senate proposition are not only 
not excessive, but they are quite likely 
in the near future to prove inadequate 
to secure the continuance of the busi- 
ness of sugar-refining in the United 
States. | 

“If the importations of German gran- 
ulated should increase at the same 
ratio that they have since the act of 
1894 was adopted, 
certainly secure at an early day a large 
part of the American market. The 
protection afforded by the differentials 
proposed by the Senate committee is, I 
believe, not only less by percentage, 
but less with reference to the actual 
requirements of the industry than that 
afforded by rates imposed upon any 
other important product by the terms 
of the bill.’’ 

The Senator then took up the Ha- 
waiian treaty and said: 


the Germans will 


“The committee will also prepare and 
present an amendment to the House 
provision in regard to the Hawalian 
treaty. The existing commercial treaty 
between the United States and the 
of these islands provides 
or the free admission of raw sugars, 
the product of the islands, into the 
United States. If this treaty should 
remain in force, it would result in giv- 
ing a bounty to the Hawalian sugar- 
producers amountng to more than §$8,- 
000,000 per annum. It was not contem- 
plated, when the original treaty was 
made, or when it was extended, that 
any possible advantage of this kind 
could ever result from its terms to 
the people of the Sandwich Islands. 

“The effect of this bounty would un- 
doubtedly be to stimulate enormously 
the production of sugar in the Ha- 
walian Islands. While we cannot fairly 
abrogate a treaty of this kind with 
a friendly country without notice we 
believe that negotiations should be at 
once entered into, looking to euch a 
modification as will reduce the bounty 
to be paid Hawaiian sugar-producers 
to a reasonable sum, and the commit- 
tee will present an amendment look- 
ing in that direction at an early day. 

“There should be no difficulty in 
securing through the treaty-making 
power, such modifications of the treaty 
as will be satisfactory to both coun- 
tries without injury to either. It 
cetrainly cannot be expected that the 
Unted States will continue for any 
length of time to pay a bonus of seven 
or eight millions of dollars per annum 
as an inducement to any foreign coun- 
try to trade with us. I assume there 
will be no difficulty in securing proper 
modifications of the treaty so that it 
will not be necessary for the govern- 
ment of the United States to give the 
one year’s notice of the abrogation of 
the treaty as provided for by its terms. 

“Important changes have been made 
in schedule K, both in the rates on 
wool and on manufactured woolens. In 
dealing with the wool schedule, the 
committe@ have suggested more liberal 
rates to domestic wool-growers than 
it has recommended for the producer 
of any manufactured article in’ the 
schedules. It has also sugested for him 
@ more effective” protection than it 
has ever received under any tariff law 
of the United States at the time of its 
enactment. The wool-growers are 
given the benefit of a specific duty upon 
all classes of wool. Under operation 
of this fixed specific duty, the amount 
of protection a‘vorded will increase with 
each new decline in the foreign value 
of their raw material. 

“The committee has aimed to give 
the wool-growers a rate of duty whicb 
will average from 10 per cent. to 20 
per cent. higher than the rates of 
earlier tariffs. In doing this it is giv- 
ing a higher protecton upon the raw 
materals than upon the manufactured 
product in every case. 

“Very careful consideration has been 
given to the compensatory duty on 
woolen goods, with the result of re- 
ducing the compensatory rates on low- 
grade goods, into whose manufacture, 
more or less of other materials than 
wools enter. On the high-grade goods 
the compensatory duties are fixed on 
the same basis that has obtained in all 
previous tariffs. 

“The House bill rate of 32 per cent. 
on carpet wools costing less than 13 
cents a pound has created more agita- 
tion and opposition than any other 
feature of the wool schedule. It is 
alleged by the wool-growers that this 
low rate of duty on carpet wools de- 
Stroys the effectiveness of the protec- 
tion afforded upon their grades df wool 
by reason of the temptation it affords 
to import these low wools to be used 
in cheviots, golf suitings and other pop- 
ular fabrics which do not require fine 
wools. Without undertaking to affirm 
the correctness of these allegations 
regarding the extensive use of these 
carpet wools for clothing purposes, 
the committe recognized the fact that 
there is some such,use made of them. 
To remove all possible ground for com- 
plaint on this score, they have fixed 
the duties on class-3 wool at 4 cents 
a pound, under 10 cents in value and 
7 cents a pound over that valuation. 

“Under these duties the ad valorem 
equivalents will range on the various 
clips from 35 per cent. up to 60 per 
cent, and *in some instances 70 per 
cent, and they are higher than in any 
previous law. It is certain that un- 
der this duty, foreign carpet wools can- 
not be imported to take the place of 
domestic wools in the cloth manufac- 
ture. Taking this feature of the wool 
schedule into account, it is a fact dem- 
onstrated by the market reports, that 
the protection given the American 
wool-grower under the Senate Bill is 
greater and more effective than he has 
ever before received in an American 
tariff. Under this schedule wool-grow- 
ing should become in time one of the 
most profitable branches of American 
agriculture. 

“Many changes are made in schedule 
N. The one which will attract most at- 
tention is the placing of a duty upon 
hides of cattle. Representatives of the 
Western States in which cattle are 
raised have been for many years in- 
sisting that a duty on hides should find 
a place in a tariff bill which {is in- 
tended to protect all American ftnter- 
ests. This contention has been resisted 
by the tanners of the country, who be- 
lieved that it would place an unneces~ 
sary burden upon their important in- 
dustry. I shall not attempt to enter 
in detail into the reasons which led the 
committee to suggest the imposition 
of the duty. Speaking for myself, I 
believe that the fears which have been 
so emphatically expressed as to the in- 
jurious effects of the duty have been 
largely over-estimated, and that no 
very serious burden would be placed 
upon either the tanning, the leather or 
the boot-and-shoe industry if the 
amendment should be adopted. 

“Many changes are suggested in the 
free list. Among the more notable of 
these is a recommendation to return 
to the liberal provisions of existing 
law with regard to the free importation 


tain conditions. 

“At the time the bill was reported 
from the committee it was stated in 
their behalf that an amendment looking 
to the more ranid development and ex- 
tension of reciprocal trade with foreign 
countries would be reported in the com- 
mittee at a later day. The committee 
has not yet found the opportunity to 
prepare such anamendment. It seemed 
to them that the provisions of the 
House bill in this respect would not 
prove effective. It is the purpose of 
the committee to prepare a provision 
which will enable the government of 
the United States, within certain fixed 
limits and without further legislative 
action, to enter upon arrangements or 
to negotiate reciprocity treaties looking 
to an extension of our foreign trade. 
> “In suggesting the striking out of the 
House provision, the committee had no 
purpose of abandoning the American 
reciprocity policy. They hope to be 
able to suggest such provisions as will 
enable our government to greatly ex- 
tend that policy, and make its adoption 
permanent. The committee also hopes, 
before the bill passes from the consid- 
eration of the Senate, to be able to pre- 
sent certain needed amendments to the 
customs administration law.” 

In conclusion, Mr. Aldrich said: ‘‘The 


is growing more and more complex 
every year. It is becoming more and 
more difficult every year to satisfy in 
a revision conflicting claims of sec- 
tions, or to so adjust rates as to do 
no injustice to any of the varied in- 
terests of this great country. The re- 
vision of paragraphs and rates recom- 
mended by the committee are undoubt- 
edly far from. satisfactory in many 
cases to interested parties. The amend- 
ments recorded represent the consensus 
of opinion of a majority of the mem- 
bers of the committee. We have no 
pride of opinion or authorship in re- 
gard to any of the provisions reported. 
We have given careful consideration to 
the numerous important questions in- 
volved in the various schedules. We

I do not believe the impo- 
sition of higher tariff in the United 
States will dispel the clouds hanging 
above us, bringing back the sunshine 
and illuminating the whole country.” 

It has been said, Mr. Vest proceeded, 
that adversity came with the advent of 
the Democratic party and prosperity 
with the Republican party. But adver- 
sity did not come with the advent of 
the Democratic party. Mr. Vest said 
he would summon as a Witness no less 
an authority than William McKinley. 
The Senator read from a report made 
by Mr. McKinley, April 10, 1890, set- 
ting forth the distress which the farm- 
ers of the country were suffering. How 
was it expected, the Senator asked, that 
by increasing the burden of tariff taxes, 
the farmers would be helped to buy 
more goods. All agreed that there must 
be sufficient revenue to meet the re- 
quirements of the government in order 
that government credit shall be sus- 
tained and its flag not dishonored. But 
every dollar collected by the govern- 
ment beyond its needs is a crime. 

Why was it, Mr. Vest asked, that the 
Republican party was about to abandon 
its record and urge a tariff, not for 
protection, but for the amount of reve- 
nue it will produce? Why does it aban- 
don its record and propose a 
tea? The Senator said there was at 
this time an available balance in the 
treasury of $229,350,650. Deducting the 
gold reserve of $100,000,000, the availa- 
ble balance was $129,350,650. This vast 
amount of idle money Was now accumu- 
lated in the treasury, and yet the Sen- 
ate was told that it must impose on 
our suffering people additional taxes. 
When President Harrison turned over 
the government to President Cleveland, 
the treasury balance stood at $24,128,087. 

Mr. Vest, proceeding, declared that 
the proposition to raise #51,000,000 of 
revenue by a tax on tea and increase 
of internal revenue was a naked and 
bold abandonment of the protective 
policy of the Republican party. 

Mr. Chandler interrupted with an in- 
quiry as to where the accumulation tn 
the treasury to which Mr. Vest alluded, 
had come from. 

“Does the Senator mean

Wilson Bill put it there and if not, how | 


‘did it get there?” asked Mr. Chandler. 

“We all know,” answered Mr. Vest, 
“that it came from the sale of bonds 
Which I did not approve, but it makes 
no difference where it came from. 
There it is in the treasury, and what 
right have you to increase the taxes 
on the people when enough is in the 
treasury already?’ 

The Senator declared that the urgent 
need was not for greater taxes, but 
for more money and better prices. 

The fallin prices must be stayed be- 
fore there could be any prosperity. He 
mentioned as one source of evil that 
our workers were paid on a gold basis, 
and came into competition with those 
paid on a silver basis. 


“The Senator from Nevada (Stewart) +» 


usually makes that argument,” inter- 
posed Mr. Gallinger. 

“He has’ based it usually upon 
Japan’s use of silver, and now Japan 
has repudiated silver.” 

“You mean Japan was bought out?” 
Mr. Stewart put in. 

Mr. Vest then turned to several of 
the schedules and discussed them in 
detail. First he took up the sugar 
schedule. Ingenious tables could be 
prepared as to sugar differentials, and 
the tables of the Senator from Rhode 
Island (Mr. Aldrich) were of this in- 
genious kind. The whole thing turned 
on one point, said Mr. Vest, and no 
one but the expert inside a sugar re-. 
finery was able to tell this. It was as 
to how much raw sugar would make 
100 pounds of refined sugar and what 
amount of waste will there be. 

While discussing the Hawaiian treaty, 
Mr. Vest said that it would have beén 
‘at least more honorable had the com- 
mittee pronosed to abrogate the Ha- 
walian treaty than kill it indirectly. 

“How it is possible to defend the in- 
crease of duty on lead?’ asked Mr. 
Vest, ‘“‘when the Lead Trust is making 
enormous vrofits and declaring 12 per 
cent. dividends on its stock, common 
and preferred? Why double the rate 
on lead, a product going into every 
poor home, in order to feed the cormo- 
rant taste of these mononolists?’’ 

On earthenware and crockery the 
Senator said the increased duties were 
appalling. The framers of the bill had 
undertaken to make the duties abso- 
lutely prohibitory. Referring to the 
wool schedule, Mr. Vest spoke of the 
conflicting claims of the wool man- 
ufacturers, and Mr. Lawrence, “the 
shepherd king.’’ As to hides Mr. Vest 
said he warned Republican Senators 
that hides would go back on the free 
list, asa result of thrifty New England 
sentiment. In conclusion Mr. Vest said 
there was no disposition to delay the 
consideration of the bill. There would 
be no factious opposition, and no un- 
necessary objection. 

Mr. Cannon of Utah introduced an 
amendment for a bounty on agricultu- 
ral exports, and spoke briefly. He said 
the pending bill without any protection 
to the farmer would be a rank injustice, 
and would be a violation of the pledge 
which the victorious party made in its 
platform to the voters last year. If the 
bill shall fail to give some measure of 
justice to the farmer, then he will 


It was a singular fact, commented 
Mr. Chandler, that the Utah Senator 
had long supported a protective triff 
and now concluded that the system 
advocated was robbery. 

Mr. Cannon responded that in his 
guilelessness as a Republican he had 
accepted the entire protective idea, but 
now, With the responsibility of weigh- 
ing the merits of every protective 
proposition. ‘he insisted on equalizing 
the advantages so that. the farmer 
would receive a share. 

The Tariff Bill was then laid aside 
for the day: At 5:15 o'clock the Sen- 
ate went into executive session and 
soon after adjourned. 

AGRICULTURAL BOUNTY. 

WASHINGTON, May  25.—Senator 
Canno Utah today offered the fol- 
lowing as an amendment to the Tariff 
Bill: 

“From and after sixty days from the 
passage of this act, there shall be paid 
out of any moneys in the treasury not 
otherwise appropriated to any exporter 
of wheat or wheat flour, rye or rye 
flour, corn, ground or unground, cot- 
ton, hops or tobacco, produced wholly 
in the United States and exported by 
sea from any port in the United States 
to any port of any other country, the 
following export bounty, by way of an 
equalization to agriculture of the 
benefits of this act to encourage the 
industries of the United States, to-wit: 
Ten cents per bushel on wheat; 50 cents 
per barrel on wheat flour; 10 cents 
per bushel on rye; 50 cents per barrel 
on rye flour; 5 cents per bushel on corn: 

cental on corn, ground: 
1 cent per pound on cotton; 2 cents 
per pound on hops; 2 cents per pound 
on tobacco.

this act shall be made upon negotiable 
vouchers, issued by the Collector of 
Customs at the port of clearance, upon 
presentation at the Treasury or any 
sub-treasury of the United States: ang 
the Secretary of the Treasury is 
hereby charged with making and’ en-

“The question yet remains unan- 
swered, whose neck was intended to be 
saved by this piece of criminal legis- 
lation?

THE LAST SAN PEDRO HARBOR-SITE 

CASE WON. 
to Tum Times of yesterday, the 
preme Court of the United States, in 
the case of A. J. D. de Guyer et al., 
vs. Williamr Banning, affirmed 
opinion of the Supreme Court of Cali- 
fornia. This decision confirms the 
tiie of Banning to Mormon Island, 


which was granted to him by United | 


States patent in 1881, denying the 
claim of De Guyer to the area em- 
oraced in the inner harbor. When the 
case was appealed to the Supreme 
Court, the United States, in order to 
protect its interests, found it neces- 
sary, through the Attorney-General’s 
office, to. file an intervenor. This 
course Was necessary, not only to pro- 
tect the government’s present inter- 
ests in the harbor, but to defend the 
validity of th patent to Mormon 
Island, issued to Banning in 1881. If 
the De Guyer claim had been sound, 
the government would have had no 
Tights in the inner harbor, and its 
patent to Banning would have been 
roid. 

The case went to the Supreme Court 
of the United States on appeal from 
the Supreme Court of California by 
De Guyer et al., as plaintiffs in error, 
who sought to establish their claim 
uncer the terms of a Mexican patent 
. granted for the Rancho Palos Verdes, 
covering not only Mormon Island, 
but the entire inner bay of San Pedro. 
The claim set up by the plaintiff-ap- 
pellants was that the exterior line of 
the survey of the grant crossed the 
mouth of the inner harbor and in- 
cluded all that area of land and water 
embraced within its boundaries. 

Banning’s title to the ownership 
of Mormon Island was based solely 
upon his letters patent from the 
United States. His claim—which was 
also the position assumed by the 
United States—was that the bounda- 
ries of the Mexican grant of Rancho 
Palos Verdes merely followed the lit- 
toral or shore of the inner bay, and 
.were defined by the contour of the 
harbor. The Solicitor-General-of the 
United States held—and his view has 
been sustained by the Supreme Court 
that from the time of the Romans 
down it has been a recognized prin- 
ciple of law that the sea belongs to 
the sovereign whose authority ex- 
tends over the contiguous. shore. 
Tide-lands are reserved to the State, 
and all islands to the United States. 

In the Mexican grant which ferms 
the basis of the De Guyer claim, the 
boundary line was defined as “along 
. the coast,” and the decision of the 
court defines the coast as the shores

A very important item 
of expense saved lies in the fact that 
all the rivers are narrow and deep, 
so that ocean steamers can run as 
high as 250 miles inland and take on 
wheat, sheep or beef for European 
ports, without rehandling by railways 
or light-draft steamers. Just imagine 
an ocean steamship loading wheat at 
Fresno or Chico landing for Liver- 
pool direct. 

That South American trade is a 
great source of wealth to any coun- 
try. In our haste to get rich sud- 
denly our American millionaires have 
gridironed the continent with five 
railroads having barely business 
enough for two. Had they put on a 
subsidized line of steamers to Mon- 
tevideo, calling at Rio each way, they 
might not have had as much railway 
stock nor paid out guite so much 
money in salaries to receivers. Our 
foreign commerce has been sadly neg- 
lected since the war and the million- 
aires of the Atlantic cities are chiefly 
to blame for it.

MONTEVIDEO, THE LOVELY. 

One of the most beautiful cities of 
South America is Montevideo, the 
eapital of the state of-Uruguay.— Its 
population in 1895 was 175,000, and its 
/commerce is something immerfse. For 
_ the ten days ending April 12 the av- 
erage number of steamers arriving 
| was 9 and departing 8, of which there 
were never less than four for foreign 
ports, embracing New York, Hamburg, 
| Sydney, Bordeaux, Liverpool, Autwerp 
-and Cadiz. The highest number of 
‘steamers arriving in any one day was 
thirteen of which six were. from for- 
eign ports. Many of the steamers 
call at Rio de Janeiro each way. A 
printed list of steamers due to arrive 
between April 5 and 12 embraced 
twenty-six, of which two were from 
Brazil, one from New Zealand and the 
rest from European ports. The ton- 
nage of the vessels is not given, but 
the New Zealand line employs eleven 
ships in all, the largest of which is 
the Mataura of 6127 tons and the 
smallest the Teko of 4050 tons, or 850 
tons larger than the Santa. Rosa, the 
biggest ship in the Southern Cali- 
‘fornia Jine. This is the old Shaw & 
iSaville line. The North German- 
'Lioyd has four ships in the trade and 
the Pacific Steam Navigation Com- 
pany has ten,-the smallest of which 
are the Liguria and Iberia, each 4150 
tons and the largest are the Orellana 
and Oropesa, of 5500 tons. These 
look large when we consider that the 
Oceanic and China are the only two 
vessels over 5000 tons that enter the 
port of San Francisco,

RAILROAD RECORD. 


Completion of Work on the Main- 
street Line, 

The Main-street line has at last been 
fully electricised. Cars are now run- 
ning to the efid of the line at Agricul- 
tural Park. The line is double-track 
throughout, and well-laid and smooth. 
Some of the best street cars ever seen 
in Los Angeles are in use on the sys- 
tem. The cars run once every seven 
and a half minutes. 

The Main Street and ‘ Agricultural 
Park Company runs its cars from the 
Temple Block to Agricultural Park. 
It has no power-house of its own, but 
buys power from the Los Angeles Rail- 
way Company. It does not give trans- 
fers to the cars of the latter company. 
Passengers can transfer from the 
Main-street line to the Fifth-street line 
at the corner of Fifth and Main streets, 
SO aS to reach the Arcade Depot. Com- 
ing north they can transfer to the 
Traction cars at Third and Main 
Streets and so reach the Santa Fé de- 
pot. Coming from the Santa Fé depot 
toward town on the Traction they can 
Secure transfers to the Main-street 
line, going south, but coming north on 
the Main-street cars they cannot get 
transfers west on the Traction line. 

The Fifth-street line running from 
the Temple Block to the Arcade Depot, 
is run by a private company, with no 
connection with the Main-street line. 
The Main-street company has now 
electricised all the lines for which it 
owns franchises. 


Railroad Notes.

AGRICULTURAL EXPERIMENTS. 


Investigation of the Bacteria Which 
Live in Milk. 

A discussion of the ‘bacteria, whose 
presence in milk is necessary to the 
making of butter and cheese will preb- 
ably be the subject of the first bulletin 
issued by the newly-organized agricul- 
tural experiment section of the Acad- 
emy of Sciences. Prof. A. J. Me- 
Clatchie has been appointed bacteriol- 
ogist and botanist of the section. He 
has been paying especial attention to 
the work of these helpful milk bacteria. 

Prof. McClatchie is also trying to 
find some plant which will be of value 
to ranchers for “green-manuring”’ 
their sandy lands. In the Esst red 
clover has been used for. this purpose, 
as because of the presence of certain 
bacteria which lives in the roots of 
the plant, nitrogen is imparted to the 
soil. A species of lupine has been 
found in this neighborhood which has 
colonies of these bacteria at its roots, 
and it may be this plant will supply the 
place of the red clover. Prof. Mc- 
Clatchie will make it a part of this 
work to answer as expeditiously and 
thoroughly as possible questions sub- 
mitted to him by Southern California 
farmers on agricultural] topics.

CONGRESS MAY NOT ENACT ANY 
TARIFF LEGISLATION. 


Under the Rules of the Senate the 
Minority Has the Power to 
Prevent Action. 


MANY OBSTACLES IN THE WAY. 


SUGAR TRUST INFLUENCE MAKES 
DISTURBANCE, 


Tarif? Sidetracked by the Cuban 
Question—A Congressional Boom 
Started for Capt. Daniels of 
Riverside. 


[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.] 

WASHINGTON May 19.—The Tariff 
Bill is in danger, and fears are enter- 
tained by its friends that it will not 
pass at this session. It is another il- 
lustration of the practical workings of 
the Senate rules which make it possible 
for a minority to defeat a majority and 
prevent the passage of almost any 
measure which they oppose. 

At the present time there are a few 
Republican Senators who are willing 
to keep a tariff law from being passed, 
because they profess the fear that in 
case there is no tariff question before 
the people, the next election will result 
in a large majority for free-silver advo- 
cates‘in the next House. They see that 
it is impossible for the tariff or any- 
thing else to bring about a radical im- 
provement in business conditions in 
the short time between now and the 
next Congress election, and they there- 
fore want the tariff issue kept alive 
until after that event. These men are 
not considerable in point of number, 
but the Senate is so closely divided that 
a few can defeat the bill, or keep it 
from coming to a vote, for it is not the 
intention of these Senators to vote 
against it. 

Another disturbing element is the 
Sugar Trust influence. Senator Aldrich 
notified Senator Perkins and other 
western Senators that, if they did not 
support the sugar schedule, citrus 
fruits, hides and other items put in the 
bill at the instance of the western men, 
would not receive the support necessary 
to carry them through. In fact, there 
seems to be a disposition upon the part 
of several New England Senators to 
“play horse’ with the tariff. For this 
purpose amendments almost without 
number have been put in and will each 
take up some time. About a month 
et a statement that the tariff would 

ot become a law before the Ist of 
August brough forth denials from 
several well-informed Senators who 
stated that it would be passed by the 
Ist of July. Those Senators are now of 
the opinion that it may take until the 
middle of August, while others posi- 
tively predict that there will be no 
tariff law passed. 

The administration is using every 
possible means to hasten action. Presi- 
dent McKinley's. policy as to Cuba 
has been from the start to exert every 
peaceable influence to bring about a 
settlement of the Cuban war, and the 
negotiations have proceeded very sat- 
istactorily. The unforvunate copdition 
of Americans on the island made 
necessary an appropriation for their 
relief, and a message was sent to Con- 
gress asking for the necessary legis- 
lation. The situation was immediately 
taken advantage of, and the opponents 
of the tariff bill, who are no more the 
friends of Cuba than is the adminis- 
tration, immediately sidetracked the 
tariff and gave the Cuban question 
right-of-way. Once having secured it, 
there will be a series of amended reso- 
lutions and substitutes that can be 
made to kill time until the regular ses- 
sion in December, unless the policy of 
stopping legislation in the House and 
making no appointments except those 
absolutely required, bring the Senators 
to terms. 

The prospect for citrus fruits in case 
the tariff law passes, is by no means 
bad, but it is not time to do any very 
great rejoicing yet. Any diminution 
of ordinary importations at this sea- 
son, or any unusual increase in price, 
is not a matter for much exuberance. 
It is the very strongest argument that 
can be used against the cent-a-pound 
rate, for the point insisted upon by the 
importers is that a cent a pound would 
be prohibitive. Of course the Tariff 
Committee of the citrus-fruit growers 
is prepared to meet this, but they have 
it to do, and it is not wise to put par- 
ticular emphasis upon the result of 
the agreement of the Italians to stop 
importations and-increase prices, in 
order to claim that the tariff has 
already proved prohibitive. 

The Tariff Committee in Los Angeles 
has fought a magnificent fight, and if 
there has been a point in which Mc- 
Lachlan, Allen and Daniels have failed 
to do their duty not only faithfully 
but with unusual ability, it has es- 
caped the notice of the friends of the 
citrus fruit-growers who have watched 
the fight. 

It now ‘looks as though one of the 
results of the contest would be to send 
Capt. Daniels to Congress from the 
Seventh district. He was for many 
years in the State Senate of Minnesota 
and is a first-class politician. His 
friends have already started te work 
to obtain his consent to make the 
race, and evidently with success, as he 
has reached a point when he declines 
to talk on the subject for publication. 

Col. B. F. Allen is in the nature of 
a discovery so far as California is con- 
cerned. He was one of the men who 
laid out Des Moines, Iowa, owned the 
Des Moines Register, which he sold to 
Clarkson, and was a banker. He went 
west as a special agent of the Interior 
Department, then bought a ranch and 
disappeared from public notice. There 
is no question of his having a power- 
ful influence with the Iowa delegation 
and the politicians from the State who 
visit Washington. Ex-Sergeant-at- 
arms Swords is his son-in-law, and, as 
is well known, also enjoys a wide ac- 
quaintance and _. political prestige. 
When Californians here began to talk 
about Capt. Daniels for Congress, I 
asked Col. Allen what he was a can- 
didate for. “A cent a pound on citrus 
fruits, and I am going to be elected,” 
was his response. 

It will interest Los Angeles people 
to know that Stephen Russell Mallory, 
the recegtly elected Senator from Flor- 
ida, is a cousin of Senator Stephen 
Mallory White. The. two “Steves” 
stand together politically, but the one 
from Florida is a strong Cuban sym- 
pathizer, in which he is at issue with 
his California, cousin. They are other- 
wise very much alike, hard fighters, 
men of more than average ability and 
f altogether: men whose course creates 
wonderment as to what strange per- 
nicious influence ever caused them, to 
be Democrats. 
‘Miss Opal, Le Baron McGaughey of 
Los Angeles has favored Washington 
audiences upon several occasions with 
her elocutionary entertainments, and 
has a very large circle of friemds and 
admirers here, who regret that she has 
left this city for Topeka, Kan., where 
she will remain several weeks.

Humanity in the bulk is easily gulled 
and easily controlled. Prof. J. B. Ear- 


and mesmerism last night at Music 
Hall, gave ample proof of his power to 
do both. How far the antics performed 
by some of his subjects were the gen- 
uine result of hypnotic suggestion is a 
matter of opinion, but one thing is 
certain, they were so screamingly 
funny that the spectators wept tears 
of inextinguishable laughter for two 
hours on end. 

Among the dozen or more candidates 
for the delight of hypnotic dreams were 
five or six roughly-clad young fellows 
whose ready response to all commands 
was rather suggestive of so much per— 
but two others bore the stamp of 
either genuineness or genius in that 
particular line of acting. One was a 
belligerent little Dutchman and the 
other was a Chinaman. Whether gen- 
uinely asleep or not, as hypnotic sub- 
jects, they were stars of the first mag- 
nitude. 

At the hypnotist’s command the sub- 
jects all fell down on the floor. They 
were thumped and examined by the 
committee and submitted patiently to 
having several stitches taken in their 
bare arms by the professor, who em- 
broidered them with a real needle and 
thread in the latest impressionist style. 
Then they woke up one by one and 
found whole swarms of bees in their 
clothes, had the nose bleed and sat on 
red-hot stoves until the spectators 
were reduced to faint squeals of mirth. 
They danced jigs, smoked wax can- 
dles for cigars, made love, hod fits, 
drove runaway horses into express 
trains and fell out of a balloon into @ 
lake where they struck out and swam 
for their lives, before they or the 
spectators had a breathing spell. Then 
they woke up, looked silly and said 
“Whew!” 

With much interest they watched the 
hypnotist compound a toothsome bev- 
erage out of cod-liver oil, castor oil, 
kerosene, vinegar, red pepper, salt and 
mustard, and the circle oozed beuds of 
apprehension as each man protested 
that no one could ever make him drink 
that. They even objected to going to 
‘sleep again, but they were all put to 
bed on the floor, willy nilly. The bel- 
ligerent little Dutchman kicked like a 
steer, but it was no use. The beverage 
was tested by the committee and the 
spectators, the test, however, being 
carried no further than the sense of 
smell, and then the little Dutchman 
accepted it as an unusually fine glass 
of beer, quaffed it off and called for 
more of the same brand before he was 
stretched out on the floor for another 
snooze, 

Wild delight from the Chinese quar- 
ter attracted the attention of the hyp- 
notist, and he blandly invited one of, 
his “brethren from the great Eastern 
Empire” to come up and be experi- 
mented on. After a few doubtful jab- 
bers an adventurous Celestial settled 
his queue and climbed the stairs to the 
platform, where he submitted with a 
seraphic smile to all the preliminaries 
and finally went to sleep like mother’s 
little lamb. 

The fun went on. The Dutchman was 
made cataleptic, laid out on two chairs 
and sat upon, the entire crowd was 
chased by lions through a jungle to 
increase its pulse and then cooled off by 
a mountain breeze, and at last it was 
formed into an orchestra. The Dutch- 
man drummed vigorously on a broom 
with two wax candles; another man 
played the ’cello on a calico wrapper, 
and the Chinaman tooted contentedly 
on a paper bag flute, one corner of 
which he sucked as contentedly as a 
baby glued:to a bottle. The rest of the 
circle was well provided .with candles 
and onions, and all played happily and 
unconsciously under the baton of an 
invisible leader, until a wave of the 
hand awoke the whole crowd, Then 
every man chased himself for the door, 
and the last sounds heard were the 
shrill curses of the Dutchman as he 
realized the nature of his draught of 
cool beer. .

THE ALLEGED SICK MAN WATCHED

Germany Was Opposing the Terms 
of Peace, but Has Given In—The 
Porte Will Be Held to the Condi- 
tions of the Armistice—New Gov- 
ernor-General for Crete.

LONDON, May. 25.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] The Athens correspondent of the 
Standard says the powers have assured 
Greece that the Porte will not be al- 
lowed to evade the conditions of the 
armstice. 

CRETE’S NEW GOVERNOR. 

LONDON, May 26.—A dispatch to the 
Standard from Berlin says the powers, 
including Turkey, have assented to the 
appointment of Prince Francis Joseph 
of Battenburg as Governor-General of 
Crete. 

STUDYING THE TURKS. | 

NEW YORK, May 25.—A dispatch to 
the World from Constantinople says: 
“Gen. Mites has been afforded by the 
Sultan and all the Turkish officials 
every facility for studying the Turkish 
army. He is pursuing the work with 
great vigor, and is kept very busy. The 
officials are most kind in offering every 
aid.” 


CONSTANTINOPLE, May 25.—The 


collective note of the Ambassadors of 
the powers on the subject of Turkish 
demands upon Greece has not yet been 
presented, owing to the German Am- 
bassador at Constantinople, Baron 
Saurma von Jeltsch, having been for- 
bidden to sign it until Greece consents 
to the peace terms. It is further under- 
Kstood that Germany declares she will 
withdraw altogether from mediation, 
should the other powers consider the 
previous consent of Greece unneces- 


Germany's action is 
highly prejudicial to the prospect of a 
speedy conclusion of peace, as it leads 
Turkey to believe the powers are dis- 
united, and encourages opposition. 

WITHDREW THE OPPOSITION. 


VIENNA, May 25.—The Neue Freie 
Presse publishes a dispatch from Con- 
stantinovle today saying Germany has 
finally approved the conditions of peace 
and that the identical note to the pow- 
ers on the subject was presented to the 
Turkish government today. 


Electricians on a Strike. 


MILWAUKEE (Wis.,) May %2%.— 
About two hundred: electricians are on 
strike because contractors refuse to 
grant their demand for 31% cents as 
the minimum wage scale per hour, eight 
hours to constitute a day’s work for 
journeymen. The contractors have 
submitted a contract calling for a mini- 
mum scale of 25 cents per hour. They 
also include a clause specifying that 
apprentices must be over 16 years of 
age and serve five years. The elec- 
tricians are opposed to the apprentice- 
ship scale.

An old California pioneer who died at 
Azusa recently was supposed to have 
left neither kith nor kin, but he was 
not long under ground before a wo- 
man purporting to be his widow ap- 
peared on the scene to claim his es- 
tate. It would be strange, indeed, for 
any old Californian to die without at 
least one woman laying claim to his 
property on the ground of having at 
some time or other been his wife. Con- 
sidering the scarcity of women in Cal- 
ifornia in the early days, the pioneers 
appear to have had a remarkble pen- 
chant for accumulating families. 


Owing to the protest filed by certain 
property-owners of Santa Monica, the 
Trustees of that town have rescinded 
their action in ordering a main sewer 
system built under the Vrooman Act.

This un- 
authorized reduction of the taxpayers’ 
burdens has aroused the wrath of a 
large number of the citizens, who seem 
to fear the electric road even when 
bearing gifts.

TRANSUBSTANTIATION. 


Lecture by Father Yorke at the Los 
Angeles Theater. 


The Los Angeles Theater was packed 
from pit to roof last evening when Rev. 
Father Yorke gave his lecture on “The 
Real Presence of Christ in the Holy 
Eucharist,” the second in a series un- 
der the auspices of the Catholic Truth 
Seekers’ Society. 

After reading from the scriptures the 
miracles of the loaves and fishes, 
Christ’s walking on the water, and His 
recognition of the motive of the people 
in following Him across the lake, the 
speaker declared these incidents to be 
proofs that in material things, such as 
the Holy Communion deals with, the 
Lord has full and complete power over 
the works which His own hands have 
made. 

He said in part: “Christ laid down 
_as the first principle in His teachings 
the necessity of faith and confidence. 
Christ declared Himself to be ‘the liv- 
ing bread that came down from heaven;’ 
that His flesh was that bread which He 
gave for the life of the world and of 
which if any man ate he should have 
everlasting life. He did not explain to 
them His coming down from heaven, so 
He did not explain how His flesh could 
be eaten. He declared the absolute ne- 
cessity of eating His flesh and drinking 
His blood. Our orthodox brethren say 
that it was simply an allegory and 
meant acceptance of His doctrines. In 
all Semitic languages the figure of eat- 
ing flesh means to calumniate or back- 
bite a person, so the Lord could not 
have used it in its usual sense. If He 
used it‘as a figurative expression He 
must have used it in some way different 
from its usual meaning and was there- 
fore bound to explain it. In other in- 
stances, when the people misunderstood 
Him, He was quick to explain thor- 
oughly what He meant, but where He 
preached a doctrine, as of the forgive- 
ness of sins and His own divinity, He 
did not explain, but simply insisted. 

“Every orthodox Christian believes 
that Christ, as He declared, came down 
from heaven and was born of the Virgin 
Mary, and takes this in its literal sense, 
yet they refuse to accept His other dec- 
= while both are perfectly par- 
allel. 

“The religion or worship of Christ is 
made up of the spirit and the truth, the 
reality and the ideal, and the multitude 
did not understand the beautiful de- 
sign that the flesh and blood were to 
be concealed in the bread and wine.”

THE SCHOOL CENSUS. 


Comparative Annual 
School Attendance, 

County Superintendent of Schools 
Spurgeon V. Riley and his deputies 
have finished compiling the yearly 
school census. The number of school 
children in the county for the past 
five years has been as follows: 1893, 
97.492: 1894, 30,431; 1895, 34,245; 1896, 37,- 
203, and 1897, 40,257. ; 

It is generally considered a mistake 
wherever a school census for a certain 
district falls below the one taken in 
the preceding year. The 1896 census for 
Pasadena was 2470, allowing the city 
thirty-six teachers. The first census 
taken this year was 2375. This not only 
fell below last year’s census, but cut 
down the number of teachers to thir- 
ty-four. Another census has been ta- 
ken since, showing a result of 2547. This 
is more satisfactory, and gives Pasa- 
dena thirty-seven teachers, one mire, 
instead of two less, than it had in 1896. 

Pomona is in the same boat with 
Pasadena, but has no*, made its second 
census for this year. 'n 1896 the result 
of the census was 1534, while the fig- 
ures this year are but 1288. ‘This inakes 
a shortage of 246 and lessens the force 
of teachers by three. A new cersus 
_will probably be taken in Pomcna.

TRIAL OF HASTINGS. 


ACCUSED OF THE MURDER OF LIL- 
LIAN HATTERY. 


Testimony Showing That the GirUs 
Death Was Caused by Criminal 
Malpractice in the Specialist’s 
Den. 


The trial of “Dr.” Calvin 8S. Hast- 
ings for the murder of Lillie Hattery 
by an allered abortion was com- 
menced yesterday morning _ before 
Judge B. N. Smith and a jury in De- 
partment One of the Superior Court. 
The first witness called by the prosecu- 


tion was J. L. Hattery, father of the 
dead girl. 

Hattery testified that he lives in San 
Rernardino. On January 19 of this year 
he accompanied his daughter to -the 
depot at San Bernardino, bought her a 
ticket for Les Angeles, where she was 
eoing to visit her sister Bessie, 
Normal School student, and saw her 
depart on the train. The next time he 


saw his daughter she was dead, and 
lying on a slab at Kregelo & Bresees

morgue. This was en February 5. He 
had come to Les Angeles on January 31 
to find Lillie, and had appealed to the 
police to aid in his search. 

Haitery testified that he identified the 
body at the morgue as that of his 
daughter, and went with two policemen 
to the office of Dr. Calvin S. Hastings, 
where Lillie had been found dead. He 
procured his daughter's clothing, which 


he identified in the courtroom yester- 
dav. After his identification of the 
rarments as those worn by his daugh- 
ter. they were introduced in evidence. 
The father also reccgnized and identi- 
fied a picture of his daughter, which 
had been taken from an original photo- 
craph. The following letter was handed 
to the witness and he was asked if it 
was written in Lillian's handwriting: 
“Dear Bess: I expect you will think 
lam lost. but Iam not.

SUIT FOR DAMAGES, 


Alexander Williamson Stepped 
‘ ‘Through the Sidewalk. 

Immediately after the adjournment 
of the District Court yesterday after- 
noon at 3 o’clock the Circuit Court was 
convened for the trial of the suit for 
$10,250 damages brought by Alexander 
Williamson against Mackay & Young 
and the city of Los Angeles. 

In the complaint it is alleged that 
the defendant firm, in its capacity of 
building contractor, erected a school 
building for the city on the corner of 
Norwood and Twenty-first streets, and 
that there was at that time a ‘deep 
and dangerous area, hole and excava- 
tion,” three feet six inches deep, by two 
feet wide, made in the sidewalk on Nor- 
wood street, and left open and un- 
guarded night and day. 

On the night of January 17, 1896, as 
Mr. Williamson was walking along this 
street in a peaceful and lawabiding 
way, he alleges that he fell into this 
man-trap and .sustained just $10,000 
worth of external bruises and internal 
complications. In addition to this, he 
had to pay a doctor's bill of $250, and 
he prays to be reimbursed forall in- 
juries and expenses. 

The defendant asserts that the most 
of Mr. Williamson's complaint is no 
such thing, and declares in reply that 
the ‘deep and dangerous area’ was a 
hole less than two feet square, left 
open for convenience in connecting the 
water pipes, but always planked over, 
and furthermore that it was out be- 
tween the sidewalk and the curbing, 
leaving a five-foot width of clear pave- 
ment, so that Mr. Williamson must 
have gone out of his way to fall into it 
and get hurt.

TOWNS AND CITIES. 


London is suffering from a_ brick 
famine on account of the building 
boom in the suburbs. 

The first city incorporated in this 
country with a charter and privileges 
whs New York, which was granted its 
papers in 1664. .

There the thermometer often 
shows 45 deg. below zero. 

Hempstead, N. Y., wants to know 
hows its justices and constables have 
suddenly become able to make $5000 
to $6000 a year out of their respective 
offices. 

The most valuable spots on the face 
of the earth are believed to be the four 
corners where Wall street touches 
Broadway. Not long ago $1,500,000 was 
paid for five lots on Broadway, oppo- 
site Bowling Green. 

The Missouri River is fast obliterat- 
ing the town of Elwood, Kan. A’ few 
more seasons and the last of the old 
business streets will be in the river, 
Where the others are, unless the cur- 
rent changes radically. Elwood was 
once the largest and most important 
town in the county.

Delaware was the first State ad- 
mitted to the Union and is the one to 
which Randolph of Roanoke referred 
contemptuously-as having two counties 
at high tide and three at low tide.

TWO'SUGAR TRUSTS. The follow- 
ing circular letter, issued by the Ala- 
meda Sugar Company WW. L. Howard, 
president, and James Coffin, secretary,) 
whose factory at Alvarado is supposed 
to be, so far, “independent of the 
trust.” is reproduced, for what it is 
worth.

Of one thing, however, the public is 
thoroughly convinced, which is, that 
neither of them-—or as far as that - 
concerned, any other trust—is primarily 
organized for the benefit of the general 
Pern operations of these immensely 
wealthy sugar magnates are carefully 
guarded, as we have noted in the at- 
tempt made by fongress to obtain in- 
formation regarding the working of the 
trust. It is therefore not to be won- 
dered at that the general public is more 
or less at sea as to what the trust is 
going to do to already 
tioned in The Times, it is believed by 
many on this Coast that the trust de- 
sires to keep out raw sugar from Ha-

°4.407 are Japanese, 21,616 are Chinese, 
15.191 are Portuguese, 39,504 are Ha- 
waiians, leaving a balance of only 8202, 
and of these about 3500 are from Amer- 
ica. “This census indicates the class of 
people who are being favored at the 


' expense of the white farmers of Cali- 


fornia,” and for which heterogeneous 
population, 2100 miles away, these sugar 
monopolists are now seeking annexa- 
tion in order to accomplish the perpe- 
uation of their privileges. 

Among disinterested, well-informed 
people in San Francisco there is a well- 
grounded belief that the recent attempt 
to create excitement over Japanese 
naval intervention in Hawaii is only 
another clever scheme of these would- 
be Hawaiian sugar annexationists. 

We are not opposed to a reciprocity 
treaty so far as to grant. them “the 
most favored nation clause,’ but we 
do not see how other sugar-producing 
nations of the first class and their de- 
pendencies may not justly feel ag- 
grieved if we grant a total exemption 
from duty. Is the name Hawaii a 
fetich that no duty must be placed 
upon its product? he 

Were it not better to grant sugar 
bounty to some other country with 
whom our trade relations are undeni- 
ably reciprocal, rather than to Hawaii, 
where trade relations are so dispropor- 
tioned. 

The people of the United States are 
practically paying to Hawaiian sugar- 
planters a bounty of $30 per ton, when 
in 1894 they withdrew the same from 
their domestic sugar producers and 
broke faith with their own citizens. 

The eight leading sugar-producing 
nations of Europe protect their home 
markets for their native industry to 
the extent of from 3.9 to 8.88 cents per 
pound, i. e., surtax and other duties. 

The American sugar-producer asks 
barely half this protection from Con- 
gress today. Let this reasonable pro- 
tection be granted and no undue favor- 
itism be shown to any Asiatic or other 
contract-labor product and a new era 
will dawn upon America.

Governor Black has signed a bill that 
provides for a yearly bonus of $25,000, 
to be paid outto beet-sugar manufac- 
turers, ata rate not exceeding one cent 
a pound forevery pound of 90 per cent 
ofcrystallized sugar, prepared from 
beets grown within New York state, 
and for which the grower received not 
less than $5 per ton, provided the sugar 
manufacturer is not the grower.

NEW YORK MARKETS. 


Shares and Money.

NEW YORK, May 25.—There was more ani- 
mation shown in the dealings on the Stock 
Exchange today than for many weeks past, 
and some buying by commission-house agents 
gave evidence of a slight awakening of out- 
sile interest in the markets. Sales for the 
day reached an aggregate of uver two hun- 
dred thousand shares, and were much better 
distributed through the list than has been 
the case in the recent trading. There was a 
display of considerable strength, which car- 
ried most stocks at one rate or aaother above 
last night's closing, but sales for profit-taking 
were heavy and carried prices uown at the 
close. The market is ‘still in the control of 
the professional traders, and their tactics off- 
set the elements of strength. New Jersey 
Central gave evidence of having reached a 
point of resistance to further depreciation, 
and the shorts were driven to rather strenu- 
ous exertions to cover. Sugar was strong on 
the belief that the explanation offered of the 
sugar schedule of the Tariff Bill in the Sen- 
ate would help its chance ot passage ‘The 
tone ef speculation generally showed con- 
siderable confidence, various causes contrib- 
uting, to this feeling. Yesterday's decision of 
the Supreme Court denying the right of the 
Interstate CommercegCommission to fix rall- 
road rates still exercised a favorable influence 
on railroad values, not on account of the 
immediate effects of the decision, but owing 
to the belief that it secures advocacy by the 
commission of a law to authorize railroad 
pooling. The weakening of the exchange 
market during the day was also regarded as 
an encouraging factor in the general outlook 
and account was also taken ur the week's 
statement of the nierchandise exports from 
New York, showing a total of $10,127,166, an 
increase of $450,490 over last week and. of 
2,031,782 over last year This large expansion 
of exports is looked to help offset the heavy 
imports in anticipation of the new tariff and 
to help adjust the exchange balance. State- 
ments of railway earnings were also good. 
The bond market displayed quite an activity 
in the late trading and sympathized in the 
decided rally which occurred in the specula- 
tion. The aggregate sales were $950,000. 
Governments gained slightly on purchases of 
$52,000.

in that time. Closing cables gave the net de- 
clines for the day at Liverpool at %d each 
for May and July and %d for September. 
Bradstreet’s, which was expected to show a 
decrease in the world's stocks for the week 
of about one million seven hundred and fifty 
thousand, reported only 793,000 bushels de- 
crease. In the last half hour a break, which 
appeared impending all forenoon, but only 
materialized on the receipt of Bradstreet's 
report, carried July down to 70%, and it 
closed at 70%.

PASADENA, 


ELECTRIC ROAD EXTENSIONS WILL 
SOON BE BEGUN. : 


Meeting of the Deciduous Fruit- 
zrowers—Uncertainty as to the 
-Decision of the Boulevard Com- 
mittee—Engle Fined for Disturb- 
ing the Peace—News Notes. | 


PASADENA, May 25.—[{Regular Cor- 
respondence.] The work of extending 
the local lines of the electric road will 
soen begin. The Los Robles-avenue 
line will be-electrized and it is under- 
stood that the Villa-street and Illinois- 
street loops will be constructed as soon 
as possible. Four hundred tons of rails 
have already arrived and are being un- 
loaded. When ties have also been re- 
ceived, it is said that the work will be 
pushed forward at once. 

Many rumors are afloat to the effect 
that the Terminal will make another 
effort to obtain a franchise. The rea- 
son for making a second application is 
not stated. There is no occasion to 
suppose that the Council will recege 
from the position taken last Monday. 

The free lighting of the streets and 
public buildings will date from last 
Monday. 

DECIDUOUS FRUIT GROWERS. 

The Deciduous Fruit Growers’ Asso- 
ciation met this evening at the office of 
Wood & Church. The meeting was de- 
voted chiefly to. the discussion of the 
best method of marketing fruit. It was 
a question whether the association 
should adopt the plan of the American 

it Growers’ Union, or of the South- 
ern California Fruit Exchange. A com- 
mittee of three, consisting of C. E. 
Tibbetts, James McAdam and P. W. 
Lloyd, was finally appointed to investi- 
gate the subject and report at a meet- 
ing to be held May 1, at the same hour 
and place. 

The methods of drying fruit, as prac- 
ticed at vafious places in the vicinty of 
Pasadena, was discussed at some 
length. C. C. Thompson, A. L. Sco- 
field and D. H. Ettien were appointed 
@ committee to investigate the subject. 

THE BOULEVARD. 

Much uncertainty is felt as to the 
route that will be selected for the Pas- 
adena and Los Angeles Boulevard. A 
few weeks ago the members of the com- 
mittee were almost unanimous in favor 
of the Estudillo Cafion route and it is 
said that a majority would still prefer 
this route, providetl the money is fortn- 
coming with which to make the boule- 
vard. A controlling consideration now 
is the question of ways and means. The 
committee has indicated that it desires 
to receive offers from the advocates of 
the various routes, that it may know 
how much will be contributed toward 
the cost. The opinion is expressed that 
much more liberal aid may be expected 
for either the arroyo or the adobe-road 
route than for that running through 
Estudillo Cafion. 

The. committee has found it necessary 
to raise the sum of $1000 to defray the 
expense of the surveys and examina- 
tions by the engineers. Three-fourths of 
this amount was apportioned to Los 
Angeles and one-fourth, or $250, will be 
raised in Pasadena. he Pasadena 
members Of the committee will meet to- 
morrow (Wednesday) morning-to take 
steps for securing contributions. 

ENGLE PLEADS GUILTY. 

Philip Engle and John Sealaz, who 
were arrested last evening at Lamanda 
Park for disturbing the peace, were 
arraigned today before Justice Merriam.

A Mining Deal at Escondido—Mrs, 
Coutt’s Death Deplored. 

SAN DIEGO, May 25.—[Regular Cor-, 
respondence.] The mines known as the 
Old Mexican Mines, two miles from 
Escondido, have been sold to a syndi- 
cate of eastern capitalists, the re- 
ported price being $100,000.’ J. R. 
Hedges of Pittsburgh, Pa., and William 
Spieth of Cleveland, O., are said to be 
the persons chiefly interested in the 
purchase.

SANTA ANA, May 25.—[Regular 
Correspondence.] Deputy Sheriff Lan- 
dell arrested Antonio Daniel, who is 
accused of stabbing Jesus Higuerra, 
Monday evening, and brought him to 
this city. This morning he was ar- 
ranged before Justice Freeman and in 
default of $500 was remanded to jail 
pending his examination on the charge 
of assault with intent to murder, 
Tursday morning at 10 o'clock. Daniel 
was living with his wife in Aliso 
Cafion, above El Toro, where both 
were engaged in chopping wood. Their 
abode consists of a tent of gunny 
sacks. Daniel alleges that Higuerra, 
accompanied by a young man named 
Allejandro Salazar, came to his place 
Sunday afternoon with a quantity of 
wine. Upon himself and wife. refusing 
to drink, after repeated invitation, 
Higuerra became abusive and finally 
pushed Daniel over a cliff about eight 
feet high, causing him to aligt on his 
hat, which received permanent injury. 
Besides this unwarranted treatment of 
his headgear, Daniel says that Hi- 
guerra fought him, but that he (Dan- 
iel) did him no bodily harm. He de 
nies stabbing Higuerra, but that .in- 
dividual has two cuts and several 
scratches that were unmistakably be- 
stowed by somebody besides himeelf. 
Higuerra’s injuries are not at all se- 
rious and he is resting easily today.

board. 

A number of the protestants signified 
a willingness, if the bonds. were de- 
feated, to acquiesce in any future ac- 
tion of the board for construction un- 
der the Vrooman Act. In the mean 
time, harmony rules supreme once 
more.

GLENDORA. 


Good Work in Behalf of Protection 
to Citrus Fruits. 
GLENDORA, May 25.—[ Regular Cor- 
respondence. ] Some time ago A. B. 
Smith of Glendora devised a way of 
assisting in the crusade for a protec- 
tive tariff on citrus fruits which has 
had good results and might be carried 
further with advantage if others weuld 
undertake the work. He thought that 
every eastern manufacturer and jobber 
who sells goods to the California mer- 
chants had a natural interest in add- 
ing to the prosperity of this State, as 
thereby they would add to their trade. 
He accordingly wrote to a few of the 
Los Angeles business men and requested 
therm to write to eastern firm with 
whom they do business, asking them to 
use their influence with Congressmen 
and Senators from their States in be- 
half of the 1 cent per pound duty. The 

result is really surprising. 

Among the Los Angeles firms who 
‘wrote to eastern firms were the Cass 
& Smurr Stove Company, Blake, Mof- 
fitt & Towne, the Pioneer Roll Paper 
Company, F. W. Braun & Co., Bartlett 
Bros., Jacoby Bros., and others. These 
firms reached a large number of east- 
ern firms-of high standing in the mer- 
cantile world, and almost without ex- 
ception those houses have written that 
they thoroughly approved of the pro- 
posed tariff to protect California fruits, 
and would at once write their repre- 
sentatives in Congress. and Senators 
from their States. These letters show 
conclusively that eastern houses who 
do business with California can easily 
be interested in our behalf, and the ex- 
periment started by Mr. Smith could be 
very profitably taken up by others. 


AZUSA. 


An Old Prospector’s Unknown Wife 
Claims His Estate, 

AZUSA, May 25.—[Regular Corrte- 
spondence.) A few days ago the peo- 
ple were surprised by the appearance 
of an elderly lady, who claimed to be 
the widow of George Islip, who recently 
died here. She remained but a day, in- 
vestigating his property, and then de- 
parted for Los Angeles, where it is be- 
lieved that she is at present. 

The appearance of Mrs. Islip on the 
scene was a complete surprise, as it 
was not known to any of his friends 
here that he had a wife, though a few 
of his intimates were aware that he 
had been twice married. The unknown 
woman came from San Francisco, from 
which city Islip came about a dozen 
years ago. 

George Islip was one of the char- 
acters of this section, who had known 
California from the days of the quict 
Spanish possession, having landed in 
1838, three years hefore Bidwell came 
across the plains with the first emi- 
grant train, and long béfore Fremont’'s 
first entrance to the State. He was 
therefore a pioneer of pioneers, if not 
at the time of his death the oldest rep- 
representative of .the United States in 
California. Something like a dozen 

became the 
passessor of a small, though beautiful, 
ranch in the San Gabriel Cafion, and 
about two months ago he died here. It 
was not known to anyone that he had 
any heirs, and consequently the appear- 
ance of the woman calling herself his 
widow caused considerable of a sensa- 
tion. She talked but little of their af- 
fairs and left for Los Angeles, giving 
no opportunity for an interview.

London Mine Disaster. 


RANDSBURG, May  23.—[Regular 
Correspondence.}] The excitement incl- 
dent to the killing of Mrs. Davidson has 
in a great measure disappeared, yet be- 
neath it all there is a very bitter feel- 
ing toward the murderer and not a lit- 
tle toward the persons who were instru- 
mental in removing him from that 
swift and sure punishment which his 
crime merited, and which would surely 
have been meted to him by Judge 
Lynch who, in this case, would have 
made no mistake. 

Mrs. Davidson’ was interred last Fri- 
day in the little graveyard on the school 
section east of town, being the first 
woman to occupy territory there. All 
agree that it was a particularly sad 
funeral, with not a friend or relative to 
med one tear over the going out of a 
lffe which for some good was born, and 
which under other conditions and en- 
vironments might have been an orna- 
ment to society. 

The excitement was so great that a 
public meeting was called for Satur- 
day night for the purpose of investigat- 
ing the doings of some of the officers 
here, particularly the night watchman, 
who it was charged was notified by 


Mrs. Davidson that she was afraid of 
her life and asked his protection. The 
meeting was largely attended, Mr. 


Linkenbach being selected as chairman. 
The resignation of Mr. Griswold as 
chairman of the Citizens’ Committee, 
on account of the precarious condition 
of his health, was accepted and J. P. 
Carroll was elected to fill the vacancy. 

A committee of five was elected, con- 
sisting of Messrs. Cruse, Hempstead, 
Nelson, Matheson and McPherson, for 
the purpose of investigating the con- 
duct of the officers and to report at an- 
other meeting to be held Tuesday night. 
Nightwatchman Webb, Constable Bo- 
hannon, Deputy Constable Vages and 
George W. Fugard are the persons who 
took the prisoner Davidson to Mojave, 
leaving with him in less than an hour 
after the crime, and arriving in Mojave 
in time to take the north-bound train 
for Bakersfield. 

The meeting also provided for the 
appointment of a committee of five by 
the chairman of the General Committee, 
Mr. Carroll, to take some action toward 
incorporating Randsburg. Messrs. Link- 
enbach, McCormack, Hempstead, Glover 
and one other were appointed. This 
committee will have a big job on its 
hands. as with the well-known senti- 
ment always against incorporation, and 
the burdening of the people with taxes 
and conditions to which they are averse 
in anew and unsettled community, 
there is ‘scarcely a chance in a thou- 
sand of its carfying, even if a vote 
could be had, which is not likely. There 
is no crying need of incorporation, and 
if the officers do their duty Randsburg 
is just as Well off for months and per- 
haps years to come as she would be un- 
der’ incorporation. There are many 


large towns in the State which are not 
incorporated and many others voting to 
disincorporate, after years of trial. 
The meeting also provided for a com- 
mittee on sanitation, now that the 
weather is getting hotter. Dr. Ormsby 


and Messrs. Crenshaw, McPherson, 
Clodfelter and Lechman were ap- 
pointed. 


NEWS OF THE MINES. 

The Kenyons have struck some very 
rich ore in the Good Hope mine, the 
best yet, and that means much when it 
is known that ore has been milléd from 
that mine yielding as high as $600 per 
ton. This last very rich rock was 
struck yesterday in a drift to the east 
toward the Wedge, on the 135-foot 
level. The ore had all been very good, 
the last milling going $145-per ton, but 
in this, free gold is visible in nearly 
all of ‘it, and Mr. Kenyon says he is 
sure he can select pounds of it that 
will go $1 per ounce, or at the rate of 
$24,000 per ton. At the point where the 
richest cre Was struck they have un- 
covered it to a width of three feet, and 
expect to take out several tons tomor- 
row. This mine is being operated on a 


very careful and conservative basis, 
and up to a few days ago, when a 
whim was put in and a new shaft- 


house built, all the hoisting bad been 


done by hand power, and out in the 
open air without protection from the 
weather. In leveling off the ground for 


the new shaft-house, some very rich, 
ore was found almost on the surface, 
and enough sacked to more than pay 
the expenses of the building. Now the 
blacks shop has been placed over 
it, anf’Mr. Kenyon says he gueses it 
will keep until they need it worse than 
now, when they will Know where to 
jook: for it. 

The Alameda. still holds out good as 
ever, some exceedingly rich ore having 
been found in the shaft some distance 
east of the late find. 

H. S. Myers, largely interested in the 
Panamint country, came in this morn- 
ing and left on the afternon stage for 
San Francisco by the way of Kramer. 

Dr. Tuttle, another Panamint man, 
came in this morning with the Sheriff, 
having been summoned as a witness in 
the Scott-Richards case which comes. 
up before the Superior Court at Bak- 
ersfield tomorrow. The doctor and the 
officer made the trip from Pleasant 
Cafion at Panamint, at least eighty 
miles from here, in twenty-four hours, 
leaving there yesterday morning and 
driving all day yesterday in a temper- 
ature above 100, arriving at 7 o'clock 
this morning and leaving for Bakers- 
field via Kramer at 3 o'clock this aft- 
ernoon. 

A SERIOUS ACCIDENT. 

A serious accident occurred in the 
London mine in the Radamacher dis- 
trict a few miles from Garlock on Sat- 
urday morning, in which John Hilton 
was so seriously injured that he can- 
not live. W. Gill had his eyes put out, 
and was mangled about the head and 
breast. and Andrew J. Wilson was 
badly burned about the face. It ap- 
pears from what can be learned that 
they were blasting, and had put down 
seven holes and fired them all Friday 
evening. Six of them went and the 
seventh failed to go. On Saturday 
morning in digging out the seventh 
hole it went off with the above result. 
Wilson was able to ride to Garlock for 
help, or they might have all perished 
where they fell.

SAN BERNARDINOCOUNTY 


LAWYERS PUZZLED BY THE STATE | 
HOSPITAL LAWS. 

Death of ex-Suapervisor Randall—A 
Gallant Policeman Makes a Had 
Break—Big Rush to Record Min- 
ing Claima. 


SAN BERNARDINO, May 25.—[Reg- 
ular Correspondence.] It is barely pos- 
sible that the old adage, “Set a rogue to 
catch a rogue’ may apply to the re- 
cently-enacted State hospital law, in 
that a set of lunatics try to make laws 
for lunatics. The understanding of that 
law puzzles the legal fraternity from 
the office boy to the Attorney-General 
of the State. As regards the furnish- 
ing of supplies for the different insti- 
tutions, it reads as though the bids are 
to be awarded by the State commission 
for all the hospitals, and in that case 
the supplies would all come from the 
San Francisco houses, but there appears 
to be no change from the old method. 
The local board of the Highland Asy- 
lum will open bids as usual and make 
the awards, the middle of June. They 
say it is impossible to obtain supplies 
from a distance, for they have in most 


instances to be furnished in retail 
quantities, and there must be a store 
right at hand where the official can run 
in at any moment, like a good house- 
wife, and get a bit of this or that. As 
regards the opinion given by the Attor- 
ney-General and sent -down from Sac- 
ramento, that the superintendent must 
turn out at once the greater portion of 
those sent up since the new law went 
into force, as there was some informal- 
ity in the commitment that would make 
the superintendent higher in authority 
than the court, and Dr. Campbell ob- 
jects to take the responsibility of coun- 
termanding the order of the court, but 
states that the only way to get the pa- 
tients out is by a writ of habeas corpus. 
EX-SUPERVISOR RANDALL DEAD. 

A telephone message announces the 
death of ex-Supervisor Randall of High- 
land at the age of 63. He was born in 
Maine and came to California in 1865, 
foll the occupation of mining, 
thefi locating at Riverside in 1874, mov- 
ing to Highland in 1878, where he has 
resided since, and where he had one of 
the finest fruit ranches in the county. 
He was elected Supervisor in 15892, re- 
tiring last January, leaving a record 
for faithful service seldom equaled. 
Besides a wife, Mr. Randall left three 
sons; one, George W. Randall, is in 
South America, another, H. R. Ran- 
dall, is a professor at Berkeley and was 
with his father during his closing hours, 
while a third, M. M. Randall, resides at 
Bakersfield, and will arrive tonight. 
The funeral will take place at his for- 
mer home, Highland, Thursday at 1:30 
p.m., and his remains will be laid to 
rest in the Highland Cemetery.

Under the new law the districts are 
abolished, and the person must put 
his claim on record and do $59 worth 
of work within sixty days, and $50 
more during the first year. Hence the 
rush to get in before the change of 
law.
